In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: After summarizing the salient features of the invention as recited in 
claim 1 , Applicant's representatives proceeded to present the arguments against the combination at the heart of the 
rejection, and in particular, against the tertiary Werner reference. After providing Applicant's analysis of the Werner 
referrence, Applicant's representative put forth the primary argument that Werner fails to address the "determining a 
quant with which to encode the frame, a base quant envelope and a base quant envelope control associated..." as in 
the claim. The Examiner respectfully disagreed. The Examiner pointed out his reasoning concerning the limitation of a 
base quant envelope to mean a finite set of quantization step sizes which is less than the full range of available values 
(i.e. an envelope of values), and with this interpretation, the Examiner pointed out that Werner's generation of a lambda 
parameter to generate a "truncated" set of quant values in Werner read on the claimed feature. Secondly, the 
Applicant's argued that Werner fails to disclose having the application of the base quant envelope control being 
dependent upon the type of frame, noting that Werner discloses only quantization with regards to "intra" frames only 
(Werner: column 4, lines 1-20). The Examiner flatly disagreed, noting that while the teaching was shown to applicable 
with in an "intra" coding, the Examiner noted that the reference discloses being clearly adapted to encompassing 
transcoding (i.e. quantization) according to I, P, and B frames (Werner: column 14, lines 35-50), which given the recent 
guidelines established by the KSR decision, would be sufficient to address the limitation. Lastly, the Applicant's argued 
that Werner is devoid of any teaching relating to a "buffer fullness" variable. The Examiner noted that Werner was a 
tertiary reference, and the use of "buffer fullness" parameters was met by the primary Hui and secondary Hurst 
references, which disclose quantization step size allocation in accordance with a detected buffer fullness parameter 
such as a VBV model. No agreement of the issues was met. The Examiner noted, however, that in presenting the 
arguments of the interview agenda, that the combination of record did not address the features of dependent claims 2, 
17, 25, and 33, which specify base quant envelope control on a "GOP" basis and therefore, if the features of those 
claims were brought up into the independent claims 1, 16, 24, and 32, the application would be placed in a favorable 
condition for allowance. The Applicant's acknowledged Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter but reserved 
the right to further advance the arguments of the interview agenda in the forthcoming formal response. The Examiner 
agreed to further consider said arguments .
